These Outlines of Doctrinal Theology were not orig- 
inally intended for publication. ‘They were prepared for 
the students of Concordia Seminary, to be used as a com- 
pend for the English lectures on Dogmatic Theology.’) To 
avoid the tedious process of dictation, by which they had 
for several years been transmitted to the classes, the para- 
graphs and texts were, by the students, printed on the mim- 
eograph. A number of copies, without the author’s knowl- 
edge, found their way into the hands of brethren in the 
Ministry, and from various quarters the request was made 
that the work be published in a regular edition. Finally, 
when the students’ supply was exhausted and the Board of ° 
Directors of Concordia Publishing House determined on the 
publication of the book, the author deemed it no longer 
proper to refuse his consent and cooperation. 

In preparing the copy for the press, the author has in 
no wise changed the character of the work. It remains 
what, as originally designed, it was to be, not an exhaustive 
treatise of Dogmatic Theology, but a brief thetical compend 
of the outlines of Christian doctrine, consisting of concise 


1) The leading course of lectures on Dogmatic Theology in said in- 
stitution is delivered in German and Latin. 
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definitions and an array of texts from which the various 
points of doctrine are derived as from their theological 
source, the written Word of God. The chief purpose of the 
book, too, remains unchanged, and the desire to see his 
students provided with a well printed text book for his lec- 
tures to them was foremost in prompting the author to con- 
cur in its publication. For the benefit of others who may 
find the book of some use to them, he would say that his 
method of instruction comprises, mainly, an analysis of the 
Paragraphs, an exposition of the texts with a view of sub- 
stantiating therefrom the points embodied in the Paragraphs, 
and a demonstration of the incompatibility of the chief 
antitheses with the texts and the points of doctrine therein 
set forth. The use of the book in the absence of such com- 
ments will be, in a measure, facilitated by the ztalzcs em- 
ployed for the purpose of marking the pertinence of each 
text to the point under consideration. Many texts covering 
different points have been given repeatedly, in different 
groups, but differently italicized, and in rare cases references 
. only have been given instead of the texts in full, especially 
where the words are found on the same or an adjacent page. 
It may not be entirely superfluous to say in this connection 
that in a number of instances the pertinence of a text, while 
not so apparent in the English version, will appear when 
the original Greek or Hebrew is compared. In other in- 
stances, where a divergence of exegesis may tend to impugn 
the argumentativeness of a text for the purpose in point, 
care has been taken to cover the same topic by other texts. 
The reader will also notice that various subjects, e. g., the 
divinity of Christ, the moral law, the natural state of man, 
matriage, civil government, the work of redemption, the 
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means of grace, the church, predestination, temporal death, 
final judgment, the kingdom of glory, have been repeatedly 
dealt with under different heads, to point out the various 
relations of these points of doctrine. 

While it has been the author’s constant aim to demon- 
strate the scripturalness of the doctrinal statements set forth 
in the Paragraphs of this book, he deems it a duty to say 
that he knows himself also in full accord with the doctrine 
of the Lutheran church as laid down in the Book of Concord, 
and that the absence of references to the Symbols of our 
church, the zorma normata of sound Lutheranism, must 
not be construed into a disparagement of the Lutheran 
standards or of any point of doctrine therein contained. 
With an emphatic refusal to apologize for having nowhere, 
from the first point in Bibliology to the last in Eschatology, 
progressed beyond the theology of our orthodox fathers, 
and with the fervent prayer that God would graciously keep 
him and his brethren in the faith from any such progress, 
this humble contribution toward the theological literature 
of our church in America is dedicated to the service of our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ and commended to His divine 
blessing by

PROLEGOMENA. 


DEFINITIONS OF THEOLOGY. 


$1. Theology is a practical habitude of the mind 
comprising the knowledge and acceptance of divine truth 
together with an aptitude to instruct others towards 
such knowledge and acceptance and to defend such truth 
against its adversaries. 


Acts 18, 24—28: And a certain Jew named Apollos, born at 
Alexandria, an eloquent man, and mzghty in the scriptures, came 
to Ephesus. This man was zuzstructed tn the way of the Lord; and 
being fervent in the Spirit, he spake and taught diligently the things 
of the Lord, knowing only the baptism of John. And he began 
to speak boldly in the synagogue: whom when Aquila and Priscilla 
had heard, they took him unto them, anxd expounded unto him the 
way of God more perfectly. And when he was disposed to pass into 
Achaia, the brethren wrote, exhorting the disciples to receive him: 
who, when he was come, helped them much which had believed 
through grace. For he mightily convinced the Jews, and that pub- 
licly, shewzng by the scriptures that Jesus was Christ. 

2 Tim. 3, 16.17: All scripture is given by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruc- 
tion in righteousness: that the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works. 

Tit. 1,9: Holding fast the faithful word as he hath been taught, 
that he may be able by sound doctrine both to exhort and to convince 
the gatnsayers. 


§ 2. Theology may be viewed as doctrinal, exe- 
-getical, historical, and practical Theology. 
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DOCTRINAL THEOLOGY. 

§ 3. Theology is Doctrinal Theology inasmuch as 
it comprises the knowledge and acceptance of the doc- 
trines of divine revelation and the aptitude to exhibit 
and substantiate such doctrines in themselves and in 
their proper relations to each other. 


EXEGETICAL THEOLOGY. 

§ 4. Theology is Exegetical Theology inasmuch as 
it comprises the aptitude to find and expound the true 
sense of the divinely inspired writings, the Old and the 
New ‘Testaments, whence all theological truths must 
be derived as from their only infallible and sufficient 
source, and the knowledge requisite for such aptitude. 


HISTORICAL THEOLOGY. 

§ 5. Theology is Hzstortcal Theology as it com- 
prises the knowledge and theological discernment of the 
rise, progress, and preservation of the Christian Church 
and of its institutions, and an aptitude to utilize such 
knowledge in the promulgation, application, and defence 
of divine truth. 

PRACTICAL THEOLOGY. 

$6. Theology is Practical Theology as it comprises 
the knowledge of the proper functions of a minister of 
the Christian Church and of their underlying principles, 
together with an aptitude to perform such functions in 
accordance with such principles. 


THEOLOGY IN AN ABSTRACT SENSE. 

§ 7. An oral or written exhibition of the truths, 
doctrines, principles, etc., by virtue of the knowledge, 
acceptance, maintenance, and practical application of 
which a theologian is a theologian, is also, in an a@é- 
stract sense, called theology. 
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DOCTRINAL THEOLOGY. 


DEFINITION. 

§ 8. Doctrinal Theology, in the abstract sense of 
the term, is the aggregate of the doctrines laid down in 
the holy Scriptures, which should be known, accepted, 
properly applied, and strenuously defended, by a theo- 
logian; and Doctrinal Theology in this sense is out- 
lined in the following chapters and paragraphs. 


§ 9. Doctrinal Theology may be divided into 
Bibliology, Theology Proper, Cosmology, Christology, 
Soteriology, and Eschatology. 


BIBLIOLOGY. 
DEFINITION. 


$10. Bibliology is the doctrine of holy Scripture 
concerning the origin, the properties, and the purposes 
of the Bible. 


ORIGIN OF THE BIBLE. 


§ 11. By its or1GIN, the Bible, or holy Scripture, 
consisting of the canonical books of the Old and the 
New Testaments,’ is in all its parts” the word of God.’

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PROPERTIES OF THE BIBLE. 


§ 13. The PROPERTIES of the Bible are its divine 
authority, its perspicuity, its efficacy, and its sufficiency. 


AUTHORIUEY:. 


$14. The authority of the Bible is that prerogative 
by which the Bible justly claims unrestricted acceptance 
of all its statements,’ full assent to all its teachings,” 
unwavering confidence in all its promises,® and willing 
observance of all its demands* by those whom they con- 
cern, the prerogative by which it is the only infallible 
source and norm of doctrine’ and rule of life.°®

§ 20. God is the one indivisible, immutable, in- 
finite Spirit, who is life, intelligence, wisdom, will, 
holiness, justice, truth, goodness, and power, one God 
in three Persons, Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. 


EXISTENCE OF GOD. 


§ 21. The existence of God is not only evidenced 
by the works of creation’ and by man’s conscience,” but 
is taught wherever God is named and his works are 
mentioned in Holy Writ.’

§ 36. Holiness is the absolute purity of God, ac- 
cording to which his affections, thoughts, will, and acts 
are in perfect consistency and harmony with his own 
nature, and in energetic opposition to everything that 
is not in conformity therewith. 


19, 2: Speak unto all the congregation of the children of 
Israel, and say untothem, Ye shall be holy: for I the Lord your God 
am holy. 

Job 15, 14. 15: What is man, that he should be clean? and he 
which is born of a woman, that he should be righteous? Behold, 
he putteth no trust in his sazzts; yea, the heavens are not clean in 
his sight. 

(Eph. 5, 27: That he might present it to himself a glorious church, 
not having spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing, but that it should be 
holy and wzthout blemish. 

2 Cor. 7,1: Let us cleanse ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit, perfecting /olzzess in the fear of God.) 

6, 3: And one cried unto another, and said, Holy, holy, holy, 
is the Lord of hosts: the whole earth is full of his glory.

§ 37. God is just, inasmuch as he is his own per- 
fect ethical norm,’ a legislator whose laws are true ut- 
terances of his holy will,’ a judge whose judgments are 
in perfect conformity with his laws,* an executor whose 
retribution is in full consistency with his jugdments,* 
and a father who executes his gracious and good will 
upon his children according to his promise.°

§$ 40. God is Love, inasmuch as he longs for and 
delights in union and communion with the objects of his 
holy desire. 
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1 John 4, 16: And we have known and believed the love that God 
hath to us. God is love; and he that dwelleth in love dwelleth in 
God, and God in him. 

John 3, 16: For God so loved the world that he gave his only be- 
gotten-Son, that whosoever believeth in him, shall not perish, but 
have everlasting life. 

Jer. 31, 3: The Lord hath appeared of old unto me, saying, Yea, 
I have loved thee with an everlasting love: therefore with lovingkind- 
ness have [ drawn thee. | 

Deut. 33, 3: Yea, he loved the people; all hzs satzts are in thy 
hand; and they sat down at thy feet: everyone shall recetve of thy 
words. 

Is. 1, 2—5: Hear, O heavens, and give ear, O earth: for the Lord 
hath spoken, I have nourished and brought up children, and they 
have rebelled against me.

§ 41. God is benevolent, inasmuch as he is de- 
sirous of blessing the objects of his love. 


Tit. 3, 4-7: But after that the Azzdnzess and love of God our 
Saviour toward man appeared. Not by works of righteousness which 
we have done, but according to his mercy he saved us, by the wash- 
ing of regeneration, and renewing of the Holy Ghost; which he shed 
on us abundantly through Jesus Christ our Saviour; that being justi- 
fied by his grace, we should be made hetrs according to the hope of 
eternal life. 

1 John 4, 9: In this was manifested the love of God toward us, 
because that God sent his only begotten Son into the world, that we 
might live through him. | 

Ps. 37, 4: Delight thyself also in the Lord; and he shall gzve 
thee the desires of thine heart. 

Ps. 104, 27. 28: These wait all upon thee; that thou mayest gzve 
them their meat in due season. That thou givest them they gather:

GRACE. 


§ 42. God is gracious, inasmuch as he offers and 
confers his blessings regardless of the merits or demerits 
of the objects of his benevolence. 


Ps. 103, 10: He hath zo/ dealt with us after our sins, nor rewarded 
us according to our iniquities. 

Rom. 3, 23. 24: For all have sinned, and come short of the glory 
of God; being justified freely by his grace through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus. 

Rom. 4,5: But to him that worketh not, but believeth on him 
that justifieth the ungodly, his faith is counted for righteousness. 

Rom. 6, 23: For the wages of sin is death; but the gzft of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Rom. 5, 8: But God commendeth his love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 

Rom. 11, 6: And if by gvace, then is it zo more of works: other- 
wise grace is no more grace. But ifit be of works, then is it no more 
grace: otherwise work is no more work. 
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Gal. 3, 18: For if the inheritance be of the /aw, it is no more of 
promise: but God gave it to Abraham by promise.

Job 36, 15: He delivereth the poor in his affliction, and openeth 
their ears in oppression. 

Ps. 68, 5: A father of the fatherless, and a judge of the widows, 
is God in his holy habitation. 

Is. 49, 13: The Lord has comforted his people, and will have 
mercy upon his afflicted. 

Ezek. 16, 6: And when I passed by thee, I saw thee polluted in 
thine own blood, I said unto thee when thou wast in thy blood, Live; 
yea, I said unto thee when thou wast in thy blood, Live. 

Luke 1, 54: He hath holpen his servant Israel, in remembrance 
of his mercy. 

Luke 6, 36: Be ye therefore merciful, as your Father also is 
merciful. 

Eph. 2, 4: But God, who is rich in mercy, for his great love 
wherewith he loved us. 

James 5, 11: Behold, we count them happy which endure. Ye 
have heard of the patience of Job, and have seen the end of the Lord; 
that the Lord is very pztzful, and of tender mercy.

Power is a divine attribute, inasmuch as God 
can do and does whatever he purposes to do.— Om- 
nipotence.

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Mark 14, 36: And he said, Abba, Father, all things are possible 
unto thee. 

Luke 1, 37: For with God nothing shall be impossible. 

4, 21: And being fully persuaded that, what he had prom- 
ised, he was adle also to perform. 

Eph. 3, 20: Now unto him that is able to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think, according to the power that worketh

MEDIATE EXTERNAL ACTS. 


$54. The mediate external acts of God are con- 
current acts of the three Persons in the Trinity termi- 
nating in extra-divine objects and performed with the 
employment of intermediate or instrumental causes. 
Of this class are the production of plants, animals, 
and human beings in the course of nature, the work 
of regeneration or conversion through the means of 
grace, etc. |

DEFINITION. 


§ 55. Cosmology is the doctrine of the Holy Scrip- 
tures concerning the genesis, nature, and estates of 
created things, and may be divided into Cosmology in 
a restricted sense, Pneumatology, or Angelology, and 
Anthropology. 


COSMOLOGY PROPER. 


COSMOS. 


§ 56. Cosmos, or the world, in a narrower sense of 
the term, is the aggregate of inanimate and irrational 
things which God made in the beginning of time’ to pro- 
vide for rational beings an abode where,’ the conditions 
under, and the means by which they might subsist and 
fulfill the purposes for which they have their being.®

§ 75. Inasmuch as God neither was the cause of 
Adam’s sin,’ nor is the cause of man’s original sin or 
actual sins,” nor of his inability to work his own re- 
generation,® all the children of Adam are, as their an- 
cestor was, in consequence of the fall, justly under the 
wrath of God and deserving of temporal and eternal 
punishment.‘

of either party with a third person,® cannot be joined in 
lawful wedlock, or who, without a sufficient cause,’ re- 
fuses to live with® or to love and honor his lawful 
spouse,’ or who annuls a valid betrothal,” or who by 
any manner of lewdness or indecency in deed,” word,” 
or desire,” defiles his body or soul. (See, also, § 92.)

the truth,’ or revealing what should remain concealed ;° 
by slandering a fellow-man,’ or neglecting duly to pro- 
tect or defend his good name.’

20, 17: Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s house, thou 
shalt not covet thy neighbor’s wife, nor his manservant, nor his 
maidservant, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor anything that is thy 
neighbor’s. . 

5, 21: Neither shalt thou deszre thy neighbor’s wife, neither 
shalt thou covet thy neighbor’s house, his field, or his manservant, 
or his maidservant, his ox, or his ass, or anything that is thy 
neighbor’s. 

18: For we know that the law is spiritual: but I am 
carnal, sold under sin. (18) For I know that in me (that is, in my 
flesh,) dwelleth no good thing. 

Rom. 8, 7: Because the carnal mind is enmity against God: for 
it is not subject to the law of God, neither indeed can be.

NATURAL LAW AND CONSCIENCE. 


§ 86. The natural moral law, which is binding upon 
all men’ and was originally inscribed in the human 
heart,” was by the fall of our first ancestors obscured,* 
but not entirely effaced,* and, being transmitted from 
generation to generation as an innate inheritance,’ 
though in various degrees obliterated under the in- 
fluence of sin,’ is still sufficient to convince man of his 
sinfulness,’ especially as the human conscience, though 
also impaired and more or less perverted and benumbed 
by sin,® is still active in the human heart,’ bearing wit- 
ness to the law and its stringency,’ to man’s responsi- 
bility for his acts" and to the sinners just condemna- 
tion according to the judgment” of an omniscient and 
almighty God.”

§ 87. The natural law, also the Sinaitic decalogue’ 
as far as it concerns all mankind and is but a codi- 
fication of the original moral law,’ is condemnatory of 
the natural state and the conduct of every man,’ not- 
withstanding the remnant of free will by which man in 
his depraved state is in a measure capable of a certain 
outward conformity with some of the law’s demands, 
viz. of performing the materzale of some of the works 
prescribed and of omitting some outward acts prohibited 
by the law;* for the justification obtained by the appli- 
cation of a part only of the moral rule’ is so far from 
being a real justification,® that it is rather but another 
proof of the depth of human depravity, which by the 
false application of a moral rule pronounces him right- 
eous whom a proper application of that rule must utterly 


condemn.’

all acts of created beings would be impossible.*

MORAL LAW A CURB OR BAR. 


§ 91. The moral law serves as a curb or bar to the 
inclinations of men in two ways: first inasmuch as it 
is a norm for the various functions of the human con- 
science,’ and secondly as the materzale of a part of its 
precepts forms the basis of and enters into civil legis-

a curb not only to the licentiousness of sexual desires,’ 
but also to various other depraved inclinations by af-

of the life, health, honor, property, civil status, lawful 
pursuits, and other legitimate interests of individuals, 
the existence, possessions, peace, order, and other civil 
rights of lawful societies and communities, and the peace, 
prosperity, and security of municipalities and states.

STATE OF HUMILIATION. 


§ 108. The state of humiliation’ was that state in 
which Christ, according to his human nature,” person- 
ally united with his divine nature, voluntarily,® and in 
a measure which was requisite for the performance of 
the work of redemption,* abstained from the full and 
constant’ use of the divine perfections communicated to 
his human nature.°

§ 110. The conception of Christ, by the Holy Ghost,’ 
in the virgin Mary,” whereby the Son of God* assumed 
a human nature,* was the beginning of his humiliation, 
not® inasmuch as it was the assumption of a human na- 
ture by the Son of God, but in so far as the manner in 
which the incarnation took place was by conception in 
the womb of a sinful woman,° from whom the Son of God 
took his human nature,’ but without a stain of sin,® that 
he might atone for and cover our innate sinfulness.°®

§ 117. Christ’s descent into hell was that act by 
which the God-man,’ Christ glorified,” according to his 
human nature’ after its quickening in the tomb,* ap- 
peared in the prison of condemned spirits,’ a herald of 
their judgment and his victory.’

§ 123. Christ, the God-man,’ was and is our high 
priest,” and our only® priest, inasmuch as he in the work 
of redemption mediated between God and man,* perform- 
ing by his active obedience’ in man’s stead® that which 
God demanded of man and which man did not and could 
not in his fallen state perform, a complete fulfillment of 
all the precepts of the law,’ and suffering in his passive 
obedience’ as man’s substitute® that which according to 
the law and God’s righteous judgment man must have 
suffered here and hereafter, torments’? and ignominy,” 
death" and damnation,” thus by his vicarious sacrifice™ 
rendering full satisfaction to divine justice,“ making 
complete atonement and expiation for all the sins” of 
all mankind,” reconciling the world with God,” pro- 
pitiating God in our behalf,® redeeming all men from 
the bondage,” the curse,” and the penalty” of the law, 
from sin,” death,” and the power of the devil,” and earn- 
ing, purchasing, and procuring for all sinners perfect 
righteousness,” life, and eternal bliss;”’ and he still 
mediates between God and man by appearing for us be- 
fore God in heaven,” pleading our cause as our advo- 
cate,” and securing in God’s judgment the full acquittal 
of all who believe in him.”

CHRIST OUR ONLY HIGH PRIEST. 


§ 124. That Christ, and he alone, was qualified to 
be the Redeemer and Savior of mankind appears when 
we consider that: 

a.) being God and man in one inseparable person,’ 
he was not personally under, but above the law 
which was to be fulfilled, nor for his own sake 
bound to obey the law’s commandments ; 

b.) being man,” without being of necessity under 
the law,’ he could become man’s substitute, as, 
in his humiliation, he was made under the law; 

c.) being free from every taint of sin,* he could 
render perfect obedience to the law; 

d.) though to his human nature divine attributes 
were communicated, it was by his humiliation 
rendered possible that he should undergo the 
penalties imposed upon man for sin;° 

e.) being free from original sin and having com- 
mitted no kind of actual sin,® he could make 
vicarious atonement by bearing the punishment 
of others; 
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f.) since he who fulfilled the law and suffered the 
penalty for sin was the eternal, infinite God,’ 
his active and passive obedience was of infinite 
and everlasting value, sufficient to purchase 
righteousness and eternal salvation® not for one 
man only, but for all the world whose substi- 
tute he was; 


g.) he being the only person thus qualified, there 
cannot be salvation in any other, nor can any 
other name under heaven be given among men 
whereby we must be saved.’

§ 125. Christ is the promised prophet’ to mankind 
inasmuch as, being himself the wisdom? and the truth’ 
and having in him all the treasures of wisdom’ and 
knowledge,* he in the days of his visible conversation 
on earth proclaimed unto man the will and counsel of 
God and the only true way of salvation,’ predicted 
future events,° confirmed, by manifold miracles wrought 
in his own power, the divine authority of his doctrine,’ 
imbued with the Holy Ghost and commissioned as his 
infallible witnesses and messengers his holy apostles,° 
charged all Christians to preach the gospel unto every 
creature,’ gave the power of the keys and the sacra- 
ments to his church on earth,” instituted the holy min- 
istry,” and still performs his prophetic office wherever 
in his name and by his order, publicly or in private, 
his truth and doctrine is preached and applied and his 
ordinances are administered.”

$135. The sacraments of the Christian church are 
baptism and the Lord’s supper. 


BAPTISM. 


§ 136. The sacrament of baptism is the act of 
sprinkling,’ pouring,’ or by immersion applying upon 
a living human person® water* in the name of the Father 
and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost,’ the triune God, 
who is himself present with the water connected with 
the sacramental word® and efficaciously offers the gifts 
of his grace’ and operates toward their acceptance, as in 
infants,*® or toward perseverance in and greater assurance 
of their possession, as in adults who have been previ- 
ously regenerated by the word.°

§ 143. Conversion’ in a stricter sense of the term 
is the work of God? by which man is, through the gospel, 
transferred*® from a state of sin and wrath and spiritual 
death, in which by nature all men are,‘ into a state of 
spiritual life and faith and grace’ in which alone the 
sinner can enjoy the benefits of Christ’s redemption.°— 
Conversion in a wider sense’ is the process whereby 
man, being by the grace and power of God transferred 
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from his carnal state of sin and wrath into a spiritual 
state of faith and grace, enters upon and, under the con- 
tinued influence of the Holy Spirit, continues in a state 
of faith and spiritual life.®

§ 158. In a tropical sense all those who have and 
hear the gospel and profess the Christian religion, true 
believers and hypocrites together,’ are called the visible 
church, and in the same synecdochical sense every par- 
ticular community or local congregation gathered about 
the means of grace and professing the Christian faith is 
termed a visible Christian church,” since, wherever the 
gospel of Christ is preached and his sacraments are ad- 
ministered, the Holy Spirit is active, works regenera- 
tion, builds and preserves the invisible church of God.*

I counsel thee to buy of me gold tried in the fire, that thou mayest be 
rich; and white raiment, that thou mayest be clothed, and that the 
shame of thy nakedness do not appear; and anoint thine eyes with 
eyesalve, that thou mayest see.

§ 163. For the public performance of the privileges 
and duties of the church in preaching the gospel and 
administering the sacraments Christ has instituted the 
ministerial office in the church.

§ 164. The ministerial office’ is conferred upon its 
incumbents by God,” by the Holy Spirit,? by Christ,’ 
the head and arch-bishop of his church,’ through the 
congregations,° which, by the call extended through 
them,’ delegate or transfer upon the men® thus called 
the public exercise of those functions of the priesthood 
of all believers’ which, by virtue of such call, the minis- 
ters of Christ” and of the church” perform in the name 
of the congregation and of Christ, who mediately called 
them through the congregation.

$165. The ministerial office being conferred through 
the call of the congregation, the ecclesiastical rite of or- 
dination is but a public acknowledgment of that call and 
of its acceptance, and of the fitness of the person called 
for the proper performance of the duties of the office con- 
ferred upon him. 


Acts 13, 3: And when they had fasted and prayed, and dazd their 
hands on them, they sent them away.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE MINISTRY. 


§ 166. The qualifications prescribed by the head of 
the church for those men’ who are to be called to the 
ministerial office are soundness of doctrine, aptness to 
teach, blamelessness of life, and a good and honest re- 
port of them that are without.’

For a bishop must 
be dlameless, as the steward of God; not selfwilled, not soon angry, 
not given to wine, no striker, not given to filthy lucre; but a lover of 
hospitality, a lover of good men, sober, just, holy, temperate; hold- 
ing fast the faithful word as he hath been taught, that he may be able 
by sound doctrine both to exhort and to convince the gainsayers. 

Acts 6, 3: Wherefore, brethren, look ye out among you seven 
men of honest report, full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, whom we 
may appoint over this business. 


EQUALITY OF MINISTERS. 


§ 167. The incumbents of the ministerial office, 
either in one congregation or in different congregations, 
are equal in rank among themselves, no degrees in the 
ministry having been established by the head of the 

church. 


23, 8: One is your Master, even Christ; and all ye are 
brethren.

ASSISTANT FUNCTIONARIES IN THE CHURCH. 


§ 168. Though the ministerial office in the church 
is but one, yet by the will of the congregations and with 
the consent of the incumbents of the whole ministerial 
office certain functions of this office may be delegated 
to assistant functionaries in the service of the congre- 
gations.

§ 169. Inasmuch as all those to whom the minis- 
terial office or certain functions thereof have been dele- 
gated or conferred are, in the performance of their offi- 
cial duties, servants of Christ’ and functionaries of the 
invisible church,’ and, since the means of grace admin- 
istered by them have their efficacy in themselves,* the 
functions of the ministers of the church are valid, and the 
means of grace administered by them are efficacious, 
irrespective of the faith or unbelief of the functionaries 
by whom the duties of the ministry are performed.*

their preservation unto life everlasting.*
